Cox’s case, Mr. Brooks’ widow drew three months, 
pay—some $1.876—np to June l. By that old law 
Mr. Cox’s salary began Jane 1.

bers as soon as any. They were all sworn In 
together. All others drew in advance, monthly, 
nearly $e,ooo, so that the members who make com­ 
plaint against the salary or Messrs. Cox, Nesmith 
and others get over $2,000 more pay and do no 
more service. It is the Invariable custom, whether 
the member is elected in May, April, August or 
November of the year Congress meets, or the pre­ 
ceding fall,' to pay under this old law.

HappUy the num ber a t first reported murdered 
was somewhat exaggerated, 63 m en “only” having 
been riddled to deatti; but th at lact you will see 
aiion was due neither to the lorbearance nor the 
hum anity of the fiends who did the deed. 
IH* VmUINlUS’ CAPTÜR*. 
It is not my province, at this stage, to com m ent 
tipon the capture of the Virgluius. It is conceded 
on all hands th at she earned the proper papers 
riom Kingston, Jam aica. Commander Cashing, of 
the Wyoming, having personally exam ined the 
records at that port ana the testim ony of Joshua 
A. Rowe, m aster of the American schooner Vülage 
Belle, sets forth th at on tne night of October 31, 
when about 40 miles from Santiago de Cnba, he 
was boarded by the Spanish w ar steam er Tornado, 
and having Inqnlred tae name of the vessel, sailed 
tow ards the coast of Cuba. Rowe, In an affidavit, 
Dirther declares th at, between three and four 
o’clock on the afternoon of the same day, the Tor­ 
nado being still in sight, he saw two other steam ­ 
ers, and observed that all three were steering 
tow ard the coast of Jamaica. One of tne steam ers 
be knew to be the Virginias, and on the following 
morning the watch on deck reported two of the 
ateam ers roiurm ug toward the coast of Cuba, 
88VKNTT MILKS FKUM CUBA WHKN CAPTURED. 
From his knowledge of navigation Rowe affirms 
th a t If the Virglnius was captured at tea P. M., as 
alleged by the commander of the Tornado, she 
could not have been less than 70 miles from Cnba. 
It has been a m atter of some surprise to many 
that, considering the in.^lgniflcance of the Tornado 
as a war vessel, the outraged people on the Vir­ 
ginlus did not show some re.sentm ent at the Insult 
thus wantonly perpetrated on the high sea in viola­ 
tion Of all right and justice. Little, however, did 
th e victims dream of the terrible fate in store for 
them . Apart irom the fact that the m achinery of 
th e Virginlus was disabled, Captain Fry confidently

“ M artial C ourt” was bound to be caremouloua, and

I*OOR PRY AND HIS CRKW, 
to say nothing of the passengers, bad no such mock 
courtesy extended to them- Tried and condemned 
in 10 m inutes I Verily the accusers, whom the crew 
never saw before, did their work w ith promptness. 
True. Captain Fry declined to answ er all the ques­ 
tions put to him, vainly protesting th at by the laws 
of nations he and his crew had com m itted no offence 
that justified bis or tneir im prisonment as pirates. 
in vain did be plead that he commanded an 
American m erchant vessel, furnished with all 
properly certified papers, which he had delivered 
to the boarding officer of the capturing vessel. I 
am told th at nearly all oi the crew were ignorant 
of what the Trituiaal desired of them and why they 
were tried. The poor fellows were m arched in 
single file before Captain Fry. whose simple Iden­ 
tification 01 them as members of his crew sealed 
their rate forever. 
Hut it u useless to dwell on 
this part of the proceedings. 
With a fixed deter­ 
m ination to m urder the people at all hazards, and 
that too, promptly, lest the superior authorities at 
Havana or elsew here might step in and sjioü the 
feast, there need be little m ention of the form of 
trlaL Condemned to death. 
Beiubeta, Cespcdes, 
Jesus del Sol and Ryan were hurried off to jail. 
Their execution was fixed for the m orniug of the 
4th Inst. Their protestations fell as 
8NOWFLAXK.S OH THK SKA. 
In vain did Vice Consul Schm itt ex e rt hlmseir to 
the utm ost. A telegram forwarded oy him to 
Kingston, Ja., was detained by the goverum ent 
here. All hope was nipped m the bud—no strategy 
was left untried to carry out successfully the nefa- 
rloos plans In view. 
Mr, Schm itt sent a communi­ 
cation to the Governor asking him to give a reason 
lor the non-transm ission of his telegram , and a t 
the same tim e requesting leave to see the prison­ 
ers. The doeum ent was treated by the excellent 
hidalgo w ith contem pt. 
Tne p rotest which fol­ 
lowed m et w ith a sim ilar fate. Repeatedly had 
Kyan sen t to the Consul to visit him in order to 
make his will before a notary. 
CONSUL SCHMITT PLRADS BBPORR BURRIKL. 
At ten o’clock the night preceding the execution 
Mr. Schmitt, having been twice refused admission 
to the jail, proceeded to the palace, where he 
was violenOy abased by Burriel for daring to in- 
terlere. Hyena-like he paced the room exclaim ­ 
ing that the executions m ust take place forthwith, 
that none of the prisoners could be seen, despite 
their earn est appeals, and that, in tact, the Consul 
had a good deal of presum ption in the premises. 
The voice of His Excellency could be distinctly 
heard all over the plaza In the frenzy of his decla­ 
m ation. It was reported next day that the Consul 
had been perem ptorily ordered off, the fact being, 
however, th at Hr. Schm itt, finding the ruffian In- 
e.\orable, quietly took his departure, leaving His 
ExceUency to ran t and bellow at will.

You have doubtless heard a great deal atiout 
the rejoicing here on the night the Tornado en­ 
tered this harbor with the defenceless vesseL Let 
me hasten to contradict the ill-founded rsm o rt on 
tliat score, tor I can assure you th at of the thirty odd 
tliousaud inhabitants of this place more than half 
witnessed her advent with sorrowing hearts. A 
iiiorough inquiry into the state of affairs here con­ 
firms the impression th at three-fourrhs of the 
people are Cuban sympárbizers, and were It not 
gor the prompt and terrible pnulshm ent that would 
overtake them would rise In arms to-morrow. As 
It la m any of the reluctant volunteers lu the Span- 
filsh cause suffer more from fesr of detection, well 
fcnowlng their fate If even suspected, than they do 
Irom the physical privations they are compelled to 
undergo. 
And It may as wcU be here stated

BCRRtlL. THB NERO OP THE NINETEENTH CBNTCRY, 
and his com placent advisers in .Santiago de Cuba, 
lor it was here, and here alone th at the m urder 
was planned and executed: to Uurrlel, a name 
Which forever m ore will be synonomous with ty­ 
ranny and inhum anity, that the world m ust look 
for retribution. 
1 suppose that you are aw are th at 
be had fied from this place, doubtless anticipating 
th e penalty of his crime. He left secretly In a 
Bteamer bound to Havana, where, I understand, 
bis reception was lar irom encouraging.

THB PEOPLE SILBNT AND ASHiUED. 
Of the trial and treatm ent of the prisoners I can­ 
not yet speak definitely. 
The people talk as If in 
whUpe18—converse with a foreigner Is alm ost an 
impoatlbiuty. 
But since the first fatal day on 
which the helpless victims were hurried tnto 
eternity, a pall has hung over the place, and it is 
n o figure of speech to say that those In whose 
•bosoms there yet Unger some sparks of humanity 
bow their heads in shame. 
However temporarily 
exhilarated on the night the Tornado conveyed her 
(prlxe to this port, the horrible events that followed 
Aiulckly dispelled all the joyous dem onstrations 
th a t preceded them, in a word, despite the ffeeblc 
pretences of the m urderers, the perpetration of 
th e crime has received the disapprobation even of 
th e Spanish residents. 
THB MOCK TRIAL. 
It may not, psrhaps, be too late to recsii seme of 
the scenes th at m arked the sad fate of those so 
w antenly bntchered, since the correctness of the 
reports hitherto jiubllshed may be questioned, in 
view of the reticence of those who could inrnisti 
the detaUs. There were in all. a t the time of the 
captnfe of the Virginlus, 166 souls on board. When 
. conveyed to this p o rt they were distributed among 
the several Spanish gunboats then in h a rb o r- 
taken off in irons, w ithout being allowed even to 
change their clothes or provide them selves with 
Bicans by which te counteract in the sm allest de- 
uree the discomforts of their painful situation. 
The iollowlng morning the wretched farce of trying 
th e prisoners was gone through, a proceeding 
■Which, for InjOMtite, ignorance and rascaUty, la 
pcrhsps unparalleled la any ago or country. 
The 
••.rlbunal,” as it is slgnlficantly term ed, consisted 
Of a Fiscal, or "instructor accuser,” and a few 
other tnlnlena, ready and willing to do the bidding 
o f their master, Burriel, who was chief of the so- 
called m artial court. Before th u liopeinl body

•wara brought for condemnation. 
They were the 
chiefs, and it behooved the sta r Chamber to make 
•U a rt work of them. 
There wa-t ou aavocale to 


M arina street in single file. Hysn bad bis coat off, 
and, poor fellow, wore the broad brimmed sombrero 
so lam inar to those who knew him in the States. 
Clergymen lollowed in the wake and prayed fer- 
ently tor the victim s who were about to die. 
The m ultitude kept pace with the procession, but 
not a word or token indicated consonance wltb the 
dire proceeding. The “slaughter house” was a 
mile away, aud beneath the bnm ing sun the fonr 
men tram ped briskly to the fatal spot. Scarcely a 
word was spoken on the way, though now and 
then a faint exclam ation of pity issued from the 
hinged windows of the ricketv dwellings beneath 
Which the cortége oassed. Once through ChrUtlna 
street and the subnrbs were reached. 
Meanwhile 
the crowd rushed tow ards the “slaughter house” 
to make g»od their point of observation. Jhls, by 
the way. Is the place where dogs ami cattle receive 
tUeir final knock, a little square, with su lls, and 
euclosed by wall.s some seven or eight feet in 
height. It was ontside the southern wall of the 
“slaughter house” that 
TUB POCB MIN WERR RIDDLRD TO ATOMS IN THB 
PULLUWINU stylk: 
A little to the right of the iron en trance gate the 
four m en -B y an , Bem belia, Del Sol and cespedes— 
were draw n np together, then separated about a 
yard, with their laces to the wall, from which they 
stood about two yards. The ragged volunteers 
stood in tne rear and at convenient positions to 
k-ep the eager crowd at bay. At this tim e—seven 
o'clock—the soldiers were probably ten yards in 
the rear of those about to die. 
Clergymen were lU 
the im mediate vlciuity of the condemned, and now, 
amid breathless silence, Antonio Fernandez, the 
functionary deputed to carry out the orders ot 
Governor Burriel, commands attention, and, In a 
slirlll aud ominous tone, proclaims the flat of bis 
chief. Perhaps he lia<l noticed some looks of pity 
in the throng, or perchance has heard a sym pa­ 
thizing word; for, 
in a voice 
harsher than 
before, he 
shouts 
out, 
“If any one here, 
by 
word 
or 
act. 
shall 
show 
bis 
reelings 
in 
favor oi the 'condem ned he shall 
die.” And now the time bad come. At a signal 
from the C auian volunteers in charge, ten men 
lell into iwsltlon behind each one of the prisoners. 
Who had meanwhile been separated still further 
apart. The prisoners, whose m anacles had been 
removed, were then commanded to kneel and the 
volunteers ordered to prepare, the m uzzles of their 
guns being some two yards distant irom the backs 
of the prisoners. Jn st as the final word was about 
to be given Kyan sprung to his leet, and, facing the 
volunteers, laid bare his bosom. It was of no 
avail, for in a tw inkling he was forced to hi.s 
knees, and in less tim e than it takes to tell it four 
souls bad U keu their flight, tlieir bodies lying 
prostrate on the ground, completely perforated 
with bullets. Thus ended the first revolting ex- 
hlbltlon. 
THK INHUMAN BURBtEL. 
The crowd departed in sllence.t IBurrlei’s th irst 
was quenched for one day at least. By and by 
there came two carts to the ground draw n by 
mules, and a 20 m inutes’ journey took the bodies 
to the cem etery, where a pit was dug, and all four 
dumped in together just as they fell. 
WIPINO OUT ALL TRACIS. 
I Strolled through the graveyard this afternoon, 
and while in conversation with the sexton was in. 
formed that were lie to point out th e graves of the 
municred persons he m ight suffer death. 
While 
in»pectlng the spot where the victim s m et tliclr 
late 1 noticed that the ground where they m elt, 
and Which had been saturated with blood, had 
been carefully scraped, while the wall Itself, th o r­ 
oughly riddled, had been plastered over to conceal 
the m arks ol human brains scattered along it for 
mil 30 yards.

MUBDKBING THB CAPTAIN AND CREW. 
I 
I have already intlinatcd th at w hatever show ot 
formality was exhibited tow ards the vlcUms who 
perished first, but little tim e was spent in dealing 
with Captain Fry and his crew. His p reteau tlo n s 
were as chaff in the wind. He was a pirate, they 
said, and th at was enough. The acouaers were on 
hand again, and ihe crew. Ignorant of w uat was 
going on, were condcmaed. I’ry was a popular man 
and honest wltlial, and when the m em bers of the 
crew were arraigned in his presence he, in re­ 
sponse to inquiries, identified the individuals as 
belonging to his veasel. That was sofflcieut. To 
tn e num ber ol 37. including the Captain, they were 
taken from the Tornado and m arched to jad, 
where 
T U I SBNTKNCK OP DMATH 
was read to them by order of Kamon Brandcrls, 
Commandant of the Marine. This was on the fith 
of November, and the day of execution was sec 
down for the 8th. 
On the following m o rn tn g a 
telegram 
was 
received 
here ftom

Jam aica, notilying the English Consul th at the 
w ar vessel Nioiie would leave th at port for 
Santiago. The evening previoas, and apprehen­

was entrusted to the saUors of the Tornado, who, 
to their credit be it said, a t first dccUuod the ofilce. 
They were, however, finally compelled to pcriorm 
the dreadiul duty assigned them, though 1 am told 
when the fatal shots w ere fired they averted their 
heads th at they might not see the results of tholr 
ghastly work. 
ALFARO, 
about whom so m uch has been said, upon recelv. 
ing the first 
wound in the back, sprung from 
the ground, and, turning to his executioners» 
exclaim ed in a tone of angoish, with hands up- 
Ufted, "m rlM ros, por o u en o m e m ataron de una 
vet f ” (“ B arbarians, why do yon not kid me at 
once f") and, staggering back, ne fell upon the 
ground, dead. The aallora, who did th eir brutal 
work so reluctantly, took little o r no aim, and In 
several Instances several volleys w ere required to 
finish the irlghtful job. The result can hardly be 
imagined. Human beings w rithed in every pos­ 
ture, and the learlul cries of pain which re n t the 
air sent a thrill all through the spellbound specta­ 
tors. My pen cannot describe the havoc th at was 
made, nor will 1 attem pt to picture the scene, 
the very recollection ol which caused my n arrato r 
to pause tor breath. 
THE LAST BATCH. 
Was Burriel now appeased t Not at all, for the 
Niobe bad not yet arrived, and, there being no ap­ 
pearance ol her on the evening of the 7th, 12 
more victims were ordered to the “slaughter 
house” on the following m orning. Poor fellows, 
they were mostly Cubans by birtb, and like the 
others m et their fate heroically. 
They .spoke to 
tho^e surrounding them in cheerffil tones, and 
even when pierced w ith bullets shouted aloud 
“Cuba Libre,” dying like m artyrs. Tbls was the 
last batch disposed of—in all 63 persons. As In the 
case ot the four first m entioned tne bodies were 
curled off to the graveyard where pits were dug. 
BIX corpses, clothes and all, being huddled together 
in every hole. 
I have good reason for believing 
that about as many more wonlil have lollowed In 
tbeir wake, nearly all having been sentenced to 
death or the cliaingang, but ior 
THE TIMLLY ARRIVAL OF THB NIOBE, 
Whose com m am ler prom ptly protested in person 
against the excuuilon of any persons taken irom 
the VlrglniuB and claiming the protection of the 
British governm ent. This checked the appetites 
of the batchers, who, however, declined to give 
any iniorm atiou bearing upon the capture of the 
Vessel or touching the nationality. Following tbLs 
came a manly aud dignified protest from commo­ 
dore De Horsey, of the English war steam er Danae, 
in which be em phatically denounced the outrage in 
unqualified term s. 
BURKIEL IN PEAR OP JUDOMBNT. 
But now the tide of public opinion began to flow 
tow ards the shores of Cuba. Let tt lie known that 
Burriel had never received the sanction of his .su­ 
periors tor the eommi.sslon of the crime with which 
he s u u d s charged. As tne horror of the deed be­ 
gan to unfold Itself, now th at the exciteifient had 
tem porarily subsided, be saw th at Justice was on 
bis track, and, learlng m ore immediate vengeance 
than he was, perhaps, prepared for, Burriel fled 
to 
Havana.

W hether be has yet been elevated to the 
yard arm of an Am erican man-of-war 1 have not 
been advised; but I have little doubt that, once in 
the hempen noose, he will be hoisted with com ­ 
mendable prom ptness. Thns the situation remains. 
Flfty-three souls have already been sent to their 
last accoun't through the wanton barbarity of a 
cruel m onster bereft of every element of manhood 
and decency.

Declaration taken on this day, 7fh of November, 
1873, after having sworn on tne Bible that these 
are the true and real words of Captain Joseph Fry. 
aged 47 years, born In Florida, lu the United 
states of America, and being condemned to death 
by m artial law in the jail of thcclty of santU go 
de Cuba, in tbe presence of the American Vice Con- 
Bul, K. ti. Schm itt, alter m aking oath to u-ll the 
tru th on tbe Bible, Ac., and having made deriara- 
tiou and proteat, as ho does ao solemnly protest be- 
lore and in the preM nce of the aiild Vice c o n s u l- 
declares bo is m aster of tbe American steam er 
Virginlus, with all bis papers, special register of 
the steam er, crew list, articles, rlearance from 
Kingston, Jam ., as also despatch from the custom 
House, and sailed on the -jau day of Uctobcr, with 
all his crew and passengers to the num ber oflOH, 
or thereabont.

Commander Uraiue lust little time in com m unicat­ 
ing with the Governor General, Morales de los Bios, 
the aulistUate of Governor Burriel, who ru n aw ay . 
Au hour was arranged for a\i Interview, aud on 
Thursday, accom panied by com m ander Cushing, 
Vice Consul Schm itt, Lieutenant De Long, Lieuten­ 
ant Chlpp, Lieutenant Hutchings and your cor­ 
respondent, Commander Hraluc proceeded to the 
palace,where General Morales aw aited them in the 
reception cham ber. Tbe affair was very lorm al 
and dignified throughout, the officers appearing in 
luff dress. The interview was conducted througu 
au interpreter. 
Commander Bralne opened by stating th at he was 
pleased to meet the present Governor of Santiago de 
Cuba, because he believed he was hum ane a t h eart; 
in reply to which General M orales stated th at it 
afforded him equal pleasure to m eet the Comman­ 
der of the Juniata. The ice having been thus 
broken Commander Bralne proceeded. In a firm 
though courteous tone, to explain the object of his 
visit. It was, be said, to obtain the fullest details 
of the trial, condem nation and execution of the 
people taken on board the American steam er Vlr- 
gintus. ” 1 may m ention,” he added, “ th at intense 
leellng prevails in the United States on account of 
the recent outrage th at has been p erpetrated on 
the American flag. The country has risen to a 
m an.” 
.Said General de los Rios, ‘The affair has given 
the Spaniard.s equal concern as regards hum anity, 
but there ate certain reasons, which will be made 
known, and which no doubt will be furnished to the 
United states governm eut by the proper authori- 
tie.s.’» 
Commander Bralne then stated th at he desired 
to see ihe records containing a list of the persons 
tried, condemned and shot, and asked to see, per­ 
sonally and Individually, all the pqrsons now alive 
taken from the Virglnius. He did not speak of 
Am ericans alone, but all those taken on board the 
Virginios from under the protection of the A m eri­ 
can flag. 
The Governor thereupon observed th at he m ust 
tnform Commander Bram e th at among tbe pas­ 
sengers of tbe Virginlus were a g reat many Span­ 
iards. 
“ But,” replied Commander Bralne, “ the Ameri­ 
can flag has been violated in taking those people 
from under Its proicctiun.” 
The Governor observed that those persons m et 
their late under a decree of the governm ent. 
Commander Bralne asked whether th at was the 
decree prom ulgated by General De Rodas, and the 
Governor nodded In the affirmative. 
“Both the United States and British govern­ 
m ents,” said Commander Bralne, “ have long since 
oLssented from th at proclam ation. Besides, our 
governm ent cannot recognize any punishm ent 
while a state of peace exists. There was no con­ 
traband, and, therefore, no right of seizure. These 
people were not found on the Island, but were 
brought here by force, without right.*' 
The Governor replied with a shrug, stating that 
he could not en ter into th at question, as no was 
only a snbordlnate officer. 
Commander Bralne asked at what hour he could 
see the prisoners of the Virginlus, conflnc<i in the 
Jail at this place. 
The Governor Intim ated th at he could see them 
at any time. 
•Then im mediately,” said Commander Bralne. 
“But,” observed the Governor, “ there are ac- 
cosators and defenders In each case, and It will be 
neccssarr to advise them to be In attendance.” 
He added that bo would appoint four o’clock for 
the Interview wltn the prisoners, and said that he 
granted this permission on Ills own responsibility 
and out of moijvcs of hum anity, since he had not 
received any order* on the subject from his supe­ 
rior officer*. 
“And now,” said Commander Bralne, “I beg 
leave to renew the proteat which has already been 
m ade by Commander Cuabing, and also the protest 
on behalf of the United S tates government.

have Just come from the United States and can 
state authoritatively th at the feeling and senti- 
m en u of the Spanish governm ent. In Spain, are 
very much against the acts which have taken place 
in th u city.” Tbe Governor rem arked th at ho bad 
no doubt the affair was very much regretted by tbe 
Hpanish governm ent on the score of hum anity. 
Commander Bralne asked 
how many people 
taken from the Virglnius were still living. 
| 
The Governor replie<l th at iiiero were alnjut 90 
persons now In Jail; th at ol these IB were in ihc 
bands of the Naval Conrt. 
”I now ask you,” said Commander Bralne, “to 
prom ise th at under no circum stances are any of 
these iicrsoDs taken from the VDglnlua fo bo shot 
to death until you have notified mo beforehand.” 
Tbe Governor replied In the affirmative, stating 
th at be had already received orders th at no 
further shooting should take place without Ui- 
strucilons from bis superior officers. 
Commander Bralne asked If he could rommunl* 
cate with hU superior officers » The Governor said 
there waa com m unication by telegraph. 
In reply to Commander I.ralne'a request to com­ 
m unicate with the governm ent a t W ashington via 
Havana and Key West, the Governor said he could 
do so, for be supposed there would bo nothing 
serious in the communication. 
Commander Bralne suggested th at an easy solu­ 
tion of thU already com plicated affair would he to 
deliver up the people now alive belonging to the 
Virginlus; th at as they had been publicly taken 
Irom the orouctlon i>f ib« Am crhan flag tbev 


should be publicly restored. The OoTemor In­ 
quired in w hat m anner th a t could be done, and 
Commander Bralne replied, “ By putting tbem on 
board the ship 1 have tbe honor to com m and.” 
The Governor stated th at he could not do so w ith­ 
out orders from his superiors. Commander Bralne 
aaked If tbe people taken irom the Virglnina were 
executed by the^ autliorlty of tbe highest ruling 
power on the island or by the govornm int here. 
The Governor said it was by order of the govern­ 
m ent a t thta piaee. 
“ Well.” Inquired Commander 
Brafne, “ Could not the sam e power that ordered 
their execution order their relcaset” The Gov­ 
ernor replied in the negative. TUe people were 
executed by an order provionsly issued by the Ad­ 
m iral com manding the naval forces of the island, 
or were executed by virtne of an order Usued by 
General de Kodas. 
“B ut,” aaked Commander 
Bralne, “wore there n o t passengers on board the 
Virglnius?” 
“ B ut,” 
said tne 
Governor, “you 
m ust recollect that there wore many Spaniards 
among the passengers, and one am ong them Is a 
deserter irom onr arm y on the Island.” 
“ Yes,” 
observed Commander 
Bralne, “ but they were

The Governor stated th at on the night of the 
arrival of the Virglnius iu (hia port an order was 
found issued by tbe late Captain Geucral, and it 
was under his o rder th at the trials and executions 
took place. 
Commander Bralne stated that he 
would remind the Governor that both the United 
btatcs and British governm ents protested against 
th at order, and inform ed tbe Spanish governm ent 
th at they would not allow any sucU interference 
while a state of peace existed. 
At most the Span- 
isn governm ent conld only confiscate the vessel 
and cargo. 
A t the conclusion of the Interview Commander 
Braiue handed tbe Governor his protest, in which 
was forcibly pointed out the unquestionable viola­ 
tion 01 international law and the outrage de­ 
nounced in appropriate language. The protest 
closed with a dem and to see the official records 
setting forth the nam es, nationality and oceupa-

THl VISIT TO THH PBISONRRfl'. 
A t fonr o’clock we proceeded to the city prison, 
which was thronged w ith officials. 
Commander 
Braine's request included all the persons now liv­ 
ing th at were taken irom the Virglnius, Irrespect­ 
ive of nationality, b u t there seemed to be some 
m isunderstanding on tb i s ^ l n t , as the Alcalde de­ 
clined to allow any of the prisoners to come for­ 
w ard except those claiming Am erican citizenship. 
The Governor was finally appealed to ; but, it 
seems he also m isunderstood tbe request. In ref­ 
erence to the capture of the Virginias, the prison­ 
ers were not allowed to be interrogated, but on all 
other points tree scope was allowed. In all 
THIRTBEN rUISONBRS PBB3ENTRD THKMSEI.VES, 
nam ely:—Henry Knight and Charles A. Knight, 
of Greenwich street.

worked in the engine room. 
In response to the 
interrogatory, 
“ W nat do you 
need?” he an ­ 
swered “I need food m ore than anything else.” He 
said the prisoners were fed poorly, on beans and 
rice, and had no m eans of keeping themselves 
clean. There was only one tub in the prison yard 
for 100 men. Had neither soap nor towels. He had 
already been tried, but did not know what his sen ­ 
tence was. 
Charles A, Knight, brother of Henry Knight, said 
he was an engineer and substantlall.v corroborated 
the evidence of tbe previous witness. Had no 
clothes and could hardly eat the food given in the 
prison, 
William Wilson, aged 24 years, was a seam an on 
the Virginlus. Had no clothes except what he 
stood in, and said he could not eat the rice aud 
beans given In the prison. It was served out twice 
a day. He had no shoes. 
All the clothes and pa­ 
pers belonging to the people on tbe Virginias were 
takeu away lu the Virginlus and never returned. | 
He had already been tried on the Francesca de Í 
Borgte. Could not speak Spanish and did not 
know what he was tried for. 
Nobody appeared in 
bis behalf. The trial lasted ten m inutes, but he 
could not understand w hat it was all about. He 
was not asked any questions. Did not say any­ 
thing. They asked Captain Fry if he recognized 
me as one of the crow and th at was all. 
Alfred Parker (colored). aged 31 years, of Baltl- 
more, said he was a M sm an on the Virglnius. 
Corroborated the others as to food and clothing, 
aud said there were no beds to lie on. The prUon- 
ers were not allowed to speak load, b at they were 
perm itted to converse In low tones In tbe cell, j 
There were betw een 40 and 60 persons in one cell, 
which was about 30 by 40 feet. 
Edward Scott, a young lad of 10 years, of .Salem, 
N. J., said he acted as pantrym an on board tbe 
Virglnius. Bad no clothes. There was plenty to 
eat, such os it was, but he could not eat It. 
Leopold Rizo, ’26 years old, said he lived In New 
Orleans. 
Had studied law In Havana. He went 
on board the Virginias as a passenger a t Kingston^ 
Ja., bound for Port Limon. His clothes had becii 
taken away. 
A rthur Rivera, Henry Canal, Philip 
Mcltzler. 
Ramon Ardíamos, Manuel Meiiesls, Silbeno Escarel 
and Francis V. Tapia were also passengers for 
Port Llmon, and were In the sam e predicam ent 
as the others in respect of clothing. 
BKTIRR POOD AND CLOTHING ORDBRED. 
Those w ere the only persons perm itted to come 
forward, as none others, It was said, claimed 
American citizenship. An order was subsequently 
issued by Governor De Los Rios, providing better 
food lor the prisoners and also authorizing the 
Alcal(Jc to fnrnlsb them w ith suitable clothing. 
RXAMININU THK RECORDS AT THE JAIL. 
The following m orning a com m unication was re­ 
ceived by Commander Bralne from the Governor, 
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authorizing him to visit the Jail and exam ine all 
the records so far as related to the age, birth­ 
place and 
occupation 
of 
the 
people taken 
from

Virginlus. 
I 
cannot 
say 
th at 
the officials were overjoyed at our presence, but 
they subm itted with all possible grace. 
I can 
assure you the feeling tow ards us ts by no m eans 
encouraging, though they manage to sm other their 
Insolence In a praiseworthy m anner. It Is the in­ 
tention of com m ander Bralne to visit the Jail to­ 
morrow, and ascertain w hether tbe orders of the 
Governor have been carried out so far as the looil 
and clothing of thu prisoners are concerned.

not, ho will himself undertake the task aud aw ait 
results.

reply of Gover­

Efforts are being made to raise the snnken coat 
barge Upland, which went down, with .300 tons of 
coal, In Iront of tho %ry dock a t the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard a t a quarter past two o’clock on Saturday 
morning last. 
Yesterday the tugboats Cyclops 
and Lackawanna, of the Coast W recking Company, 
In cnarge of '-nporlntendeiit L J. M erritt, steam ed 
into the w aters of the yard and m oored near too 
spot Where the barge went down. Two divers went 
to the botuim and made a survey of tne wreck. 
Alter remaining liciow for half an hour one of the 
oivers camo up and reported th at tae barge was 
lying across tho iKitiom of the dock, which latter 
projects out In the shape of an airow head. ’The 
vi’ssol is liable to break in two. The mud a t the 
oilier point is five leet deep and ranges to two and 
a hall leet in depth near the main dock. I he barge 
Is keeled over on her side, and. slion d she b re a k - 
which Is not im probable—Itw ill Mqnlre two weeks 
to clear away tbe dibria.

The election of Marshal MacHahon to a M vea 
years’ Frusldency of the French Republic Is ao 
event of which the fuU sigulfioauce may not have 
struck all AmericauA The first im pressiou wooW 
be th at France was now assured of seven years* 
re s t; b at second thoughts will show th at thU im­ 
prudent election has simply prepared a new era ol 
revolutlouo. Foreigners cannot afford to regarrt 
such a prospect with Indlfferenoe. France play* so 
noisy a purt in tbe world’s affairs that all natlORR 
have an Interest In seeing her quiet, and It li^ 
therefore. Im portant to exam ine w hat are the cem 
ditious under which MacMahon’s rule will be inau. 
giirated and w hat presages may be draw n from 
these conditions. 
We may at once express the belief that none •( 
France’s im pending troubles will 
come 
from 
MacMahon himMlf. Tbe Marshal is no genius, b u t 
bo la honest, and in his own stolid way will do hia 
best 
to 
govern 
im partially. 
It 
m ay 
even 
bo said th at if be had been elected for his seven 
y ears' term six m onths ago his governm ent 
would have proved popular aud stro n g ; for, until 
recently, MacMahon waa supposed to be a disln* 
terested soldier, averse irom party intrlgaes, an d 
bis name, conacqueatly, had a weight and prestige 
which placed it outside and above other nam es. 
Unlortauatcly the royalists 
have com prom ised 
MacMahon. 
Using his numo as a oover to their in­ 
trigues and arbitrary official acts they have dia- 
credlted it; and the new Presidcat, instead of 
being acclaimed by the liberal conservatives of 
France, has become merely the nominee of a party 
and, w hat is worse, of a disorganized and divided 
party, who represent only a m inority of the nation. 
The faction which has placed MacMahon in power 
is. indeed, made up ot legitim ists, eouBUtatloaal 
royalUts, a few B unapartlsts and some weak- 
kneed republicans, all of whom are well a wage 
th a t if a general election were neld at this mo­ 
m ent the members retu rn ed would, lor the m oat 
part, be thoroughgoing rcpubUcsns, who would 
choose Thiers for their P resident and not Mao- 
Mahon. 
These coalesced conservatives 
have, 
therelore, combined to seat a President in delibe­ 
ra te opposition to tbe popular w ill; but how long 
cau their autt-liberal nulon last and how wUl 
MacMahon 
be 
able 
to 
retain 
bis 
power 
if once th at union should be broken t A new con­ 
stitution will shortly have to be debated on, and 
here tne conservatives are alm ost certain to split. 
Legitimists and constitutionalists have been ablo 
to agree about a President, bat they wUl n o t keep 
together on questions of universal suffrage, the 
composition of an upper house and the m depeud- 
ence of m unclpalUies; wiicrcas on all these pointa 
tho large republican m lnurity will vote compacMy 
from first to last. 
What then if on any of the con­ 
stitutional clauses the conservatives should be 
beatcu? The President m ay dismiss bis Ministera 
and summon a more liberal Uablnet, which would 
hold together till the dissolution of the Assembly; 
but then there will be a general eleotion and one 
of two tblngs wiU happen: eitner the country wiU 
vote In Its present mood and retu rn an over­ 
whelm ing m ajority of republicans pledged to a 
distinctly liberal policy, or by d int of adm iulstra- 
live pressure the constituencies will be brought te 
elect a m ajority of royalLsts, who wlU inatantly 
commence intriguing again to restore a king. But 
in either of these eventualities MacMahon’s posi­ 
tion will be m ost precarious; and be wbl stand 
between the alternatives of resigning or kec.img 
his Presidency by au act of violence—that is, by a 
coup d'etat. 
For let us consider the first hypothesis. 
If tho 
n ex t election should result la a republican trl- 
um ph the new Assembly will not be content with 
such a compromise as a seml-royailst, semM lbeml 
M inlsirr, but will insist on a Uablnet of its own 
m e u -th a t is, poUtlciaiis like MM. Jules Simon, 
Grf-vy and Gam bctta. Now MacMahou has d e­ 
clared that he will govern only on “ conservativo 
principles,” in other words, th at he will not no- 
cept such Ministers as those Just nam ed. 
Ho 
would, therelore, be compelled eith er to retire be- 
lore the republican m ajority or to defy It; but in 
the latter case he would be repeating the gam e 
which Charles X. sought to play In 1830 and which 
led to a revolution. Ou the other hand, supposing 
a royalist Chamber to be returned, MacMahon 
would then be surrounded byhls own Irienda, But 
these iriends do not conceal th at they have ouly 
p u t up MacMahon as a stop-gap and th at if tbey 
could command a working m ajority in tbe Legisla- 
tu re their Im mediate object would be to restore n 
m onarchy. If the President subm itted with a goort 
grace to be thus ousted m atters might pass off 
smoothly, but it is lust possible th at he might ob­ 
jec t to having his Presidential term ca t short, and 
thereupon strange tblngs 
mlorht ensue. W ltk 
the 
royalists 
and B onapartlsts 
both hostile 
to 
him 
there 
would 
be 
notbiug 
left 
for the Marshal but to cast In bis lot w ith the re ­ 
publicans; or, relying lor his support on the arm y 
and on such personal adherents as he m ight have 
in the Uhamber, to rule In despite of royalists, im ­ 
perialists and republicans combined. This, how­ 
ever, would be p rsto rian lsu i. It would be the be­ 
ginning of a period of m ilitary despotism and pro­ 
scription recalling the days of Rome in her decline, 
or of Spain during tho times when Narvaez, O’Doo- 
ncl and Espartero, torn by turn, seized upon the 
governm ent with their soldiery; and it would re­ 
duce France to speedy rain. 
But, to do MacMahon 
Justice, he is not the m an to prolong his tenure of 
office by such m eans. 
Rather than come to war 
with the royalists ho would resign; but, this being 
so. it Is obvious that, w hatever be the results of tho 
n ex t elections, MacMahon’s presidency will scarcely 
last for a twelvem onth after them . The Left Cen­ 
tre repabllcans who voted lor the seven years term 
the other day would have done well to reflect on 
these things beiore they loollshly let them selves be 
beguiled tnto abetting the schemes of the royalist*.

ries of governm ent as the Empire bequeathed. II 
Thiers had been restored to power republicanism 
m ight have been definitely established In France, 
and the distracting cycle of th at country’s revolu­ 
tions m ight have term in ated ; but even If MacM*. 
bon succeed In retaining office for two or three 
years ho will have lounded nothing.

They would not only re­ 
ceive the coDsclousness of having done ihelr duty 
according to their oath, but they would leel th at 
they ileserved and should receive th at welcome 
encomium so grateiul to every hard working rep­ 
resentative,

Mr. H aw ley , 
frep.) of Conn., addressed the 
House in lavor of the reduction of salaries. 
He 
did not Object to the Increase given to the mem­ 
bers ol tbe Cabinet and Justices 01 the Hupreme 
C'onrt. He was perfectly willing tb at those officials 
who come to W ashington and keep bouse in 
a respectable style should have $lo,ooo a year. 
As to the l^eald en t’B salary, he bad not voted 
lu make it $60,ooo, and would not do so. He was 
sorry to see such a tone ot denunciation or censure 
as prevailed lu the House ou this subject. It was 
below the tone of the nation. He would vote lor a 
reasonable reduction of salary, and to give m em ­ 
bers what he thought they ought to have. 
Mr. KELI.ÜGO, (rep.) ol Conn., favored the rednc- 
tlon of salaries of m em bers and .senators, but did 
not believe tb at the people required any In ter­ 
ference w ith the salaries ol other officials.

If th at voice was unreasonable, It 
should bo defied; but If it was jugt It siioiild be 
nsp ected . In this case he obeyed the popular 
will, because he believed It was right. The sam e 
reasons which actuated him lu opposing the in­ 
crease last session controlled him now. Genile- 
meti belittled the question when they m ade H a 
personal question only. It was true that great vio­ 
lence uud lack ordisutlm iuatlon had characterized 
the public press on this quo»lion.

Mr. Roberts—If the gentlem an has satisfied his 
own conscience with reierctice to his own back pay 
he has periorm ed his duty, but I appeal lo lum n o t 
to decide my duty for me. 
Mr. N koley —1 m ean nothing unkind to the geg- 
tiemaii, but 1 simply make the Inquiry w hether the 
gentlcuiau did not lately retu rn bis bacK pay to 
tue Treasury ? 
Mr. R o b erts—Wnen I assent to degrade this 
body by a personal controversy It will be when I 
change my estim ate of punllc duty. 1 say th at this 
Indiscrim inate abuse 01 public men, this attem p t 
to drag down gentlem en In this oody. Is an injury 
not to a party, not to individuals, but lo the coun­ 
try us a whole. Look at t!ie exhibitions on this 
floor.

It U 
the expression-m orbid, perhaps—but still the ex ­ 
pression of som ething com m endablo-tne ex p res­ 
sion ol an aroused public Conscience.

Mr. NiBiacK, (dem.) of Ind., said th at be had

Mr. D urham , (dem.) of Ky., said that, wliUe he 
did not believe th at the com pensation of m em bers 
as fixed by the lost Congress was one cent loo 
much, he would still vote for a reduction, In obe­ 
dience to public sentim ent. He would vote to have 
the salary fixed at $.6,000, but at the same time he 
believed tb at I1I» district dem anded, and th at the 
good of the whole country dem anded, the resto ra­ 
tion of the franking privilege. 
Mr. lliELFS, (rep.) of N. J., favored the bill re­ 
ported by the committee, though he was rath er 
inclined to pieit r to It the am endm ent proposed 
by Mr. Townsend, of Pennsylvania., fixing tbe sal­ 
ary of m em bers at $6.000 a .year. 
Mr. F r y e , (rep.) of Me., did not w ant to make a 
speech, but desired to en ter a caveat at this stage 
of the proceedings. If the debate continued lor 
two or three aays longer and looor ‘200 more 
speeches were made, aU of them in favor of the re- 
penl of the salary bill, his constituents would cer­ 
tainly come to ttie conclaslon th at it required an 
im mense am ount of powder to bring him to.

W ecaunot touch their salaries; but 
there was no pr0|incty, m luy ouinlou, after hav­ 
ing fixed their salaries a t $8,uuo and apenbion fur 
li.e, to have added $2,0 0 m ore lo them.

penalty which has been pronounced against 
i t ; but the trial, as it took place, artfully 
tried to make the impeachment of tho Empire 
by the royalists a recommendation of the 
latter to France as trustworthy guardians 
of 
its 
honor. 
Guilty, in fact, Bazaine 
was, 
long before 
his 
trial, 
condemned 
by 
the sentiment of 
wounded 
French 
pride; 
and 
the 
consummation 
of 
arraigument aud sentence, for this reason, 
lost much of the political force which it other­ 
wise would have had. 
With the Due d'Au- 
male as the presiding Judge the political 
significance of the trial was manifest. 
The 
time chosen for its commencement, just be­ 
fore the opening of the Assembly, shows how 
skilfully the tableau was arranged. 
As the 
grand coup failed in the .Assembly the side­ 
show lost its political teamre, and the Judge, 
who might have passed sentence as one of the 
blood royal, now does so as a citizen of the 
Republic. 
It shows how the best laid plans 
go “aft a-gley." France has her first victim 
for tho revanche, and the Empire is for­ 
mally condemned in its most trusted soldier, 
and the poor credit, if any, accrues to tho 
Republic. 
Such is the political aspect of the 
trial 
The result to Bazaine was discounted 
in these columns when the trial began. 
Ho 
was found guilty because the guilt was at his 
door, and because it would serve the purpose 
of his judges too well to admit of any lighter 
view of his case. 
The united action of his 
judges in signing a recommendation to 
mercy, 
and the 
haste of the 
presiding 
Judge 
in 
carrying 
the 
recommenda­ 
tion 
to 
President 
MacMahon, 
show 
what wo indicated, that the monarchists 
hesitate before spilling the blood of a man 
whose cause, politically, may be sleeping, not 
dead. 
They wish to wash their hands of his 
death as far as they can and to leave the onus 
on MacMahon. 
What fate the latter will de­ 
cree to his old companion in arms is doubtful; 
bat there can be httic doubt that if be fol­ 
lowed the sentiment of the French nation 
Bazaine would fall, pierced by a dozen btdlets, 
before one of the posts at Satory, where so 
many of the wild children 
of 
the Red 
Spectre 
were 
relentlessly shot in 
twos 
and threes crying “ Hre la Cmntmtne!" But this 
is a world of false respects and temporary 
expediencies, and MacMahon wUl elect be­ 
tween them and jnatico. 
We do not believe 
that MacMahon is a man likely to be moved 
by popnlar passion. 
The weight of appeal to 
which he is moro likely to listen wiR come 
from the side of Bozaine’s judges, and if the 
sentence is commuted to degradation and 
banishment we shall not be much astonished. 
The pr<j«ecution closed by a cry for a “ter­ 
rible example,” and 
the government will 
probably be satisfied when it has reached a 
gauge of what punishment on a Marshal of 
France they think will produce that effect 
We may now turn to the man and the crime. 
No man in the French service could be 
selected four years ago as a better type of the 
French soldier, os the First Empire loved 
make them. 
He entered the service as a 
drummer boy fivc-and-forty years ago, and so 
rose to the ranks and from them. 
He was the 
shining example to the tearful conscript of 
the Empire, who was told to cheer np, 
for. 
parhleu, 
every 
French 
soldier 
carried 
a 
marshal's 
baton 
in 
his 
knapsack. 
Serving 
with 
distinction 
in Algeria and the Crimea, he was chosen by 
Napoleon to lead the French expedition in 
Mexico, and was charged with the fatal work 
of building an imperial throne for the Aiustrian 
Archduke, Maximilian. 
Napoleon understood 
and accepted the failure of Bazaine. 
His 
adventorer-soldier had obeyed orders too well, 
even to the lost cowardice of deserting the 
Emperor he had created, for the Man of De­ 
cember to find fault 
with him. 
A few 
years 
farther 
on, 
and the creature of 
the Lower Empire had the opportunity to 
play false to France, that he might stand by 
the canse of his master aud confederate in the 
crime ol Mexico. 
He grasped the opportu­ 
nity, but only made Nap</leon's fall complete. 
It was a gratitude which paling sentiment 
outside of France may glo.ss over, but, rightly 
understood, it was that side of “honor among 
IhieTes" which makes them stand together 
when there is a chance that both may live to 
plunder. 
The crime of Bazaine is the highest known 
to French military law. 
The debated treason 
of Grouchy was small beside the act of B.i- 
zaine, althoagh it partook of its character. 
Detested as is the crime of Benedict Arnold, 
he gave only his secrets and himself to the 
British at West P oint 
Bazaine surrendered 
tho strong fortress ol Metz, a splendid army, 
among whom were France’s choicest troops, 
including at least one hundred and thirty 
thousand men in fighting trim, with all the 
I maUriel of war belonging thereto, and every 
I regimental flag. 
That from the day he was 
i shut ujt at Metz he never made a real effort to 
; fight his way out was unpardonable in 
a general, but the 
special taint of dis- 
houor 
lies 
even 
deeper 
than 
that. 
That 
might 
have 
been 
incapacity 
but the stainniug of treason to his country on 
his forehead was in the fact that he ignored 
honor, ignored France, to make a bargain with 
the enemy which he hoped might reinstate his 
master and himselt in power. 
To do this he 
deceived the generals and soldiers under him, 
received a vagabond emissary from tho Em­ 
press Eugéuie, who carried credentials only 
from Bismarck. 
Tho Marshal of France lay­ 
ing down his arms in the open field, desert­ 
ing 
his 
soldiers 
in 
their 
misforlune, 
strengthening 
the 
hand of 
the enemy 
so that resístanos became slaughter, could, 
vet find sbAmeloHS breath to adoot the coitliet 


of the conqueror to tho Ftenehmen who, afUr 
the Call of Sedan, held aloft the noUou’s 
sword in a desperate effort 
He could, this 
traitor, call the government of 
National 
Defence “the men of the gutter." 
It was 
charged in the long indictment that he had 
failed to send forward reeenres at Forbach; 
that he had failed to destroy bridges which 
the enemy could use; that in coming out 
of Metz he had used only one road, when 
four wore open; tliat ho had permitted Can- 
robert to lie overwhelmed on the 18th of 
August; 
that 
he had made no 
serious 
effort to come to tho aid of MacMahon after 
encouraging 
his advance; 
that he had 
rejieatedly deceiveii the Emperor, and so 
forth. 
These charges antedate Sedan, and if 
his offences were alone oomprebended in 
them he might escape on the many pleas 
which incajiacity can bring to cover failure. 
But from obstinacy in blundering to down­ 
right treason is a long step, no matter how 
equal may be the result 
If ever a case called 
for a “terrible example” it is the treason of 
Bazaine. 
He knew the stake he was playing 
for, and that the honor of a nation, the integ­ 
rity ol its terriUiry depended on the hazard of 
the die he knew full weU. 
The verdict of yesterday and the sentence, 
no matter how surrounded politically, are 
simple justice. 
They condemn the man and 
his act and, with them, the Empire that was 
founded on assassination and feU in dis­ 
honor. 
Men have chosen at times to con­ 
demn the resistance 
which 
followed the 
fall of Metz as madness; but it is that re­ 
sistance alone which gives France the title 
to condemn Bazaine and rescues the entire 
nation from the shame with which the Man 
of 
December and bis faithful creatures 
deluged 
France. 
The sympathy which 
followed 
the 
wounded 
MacMahon 
into exile has sottened any criticism which 
might fall npou him as a soldier in his last 
foreign campaign. 
He can sign the sentence 
of Bazaine with hands clean of the suspicion 
of treason. 
Will he be strong enough to bo 
just ? 
Thus begins the revonofce, and, sadly 
enough for French pride, the first conquest is 
a false Frenchman. 
Such is the lesson of the 
trial. 


H as T h e V irg in ia s 
B een

We publish elsewhere an important an­ 
nouncement from Washington to the effect that 
the Virginias lias been given up and is now on 
her way to the United States. 
This may be 
only another of the see-saw reports from tho 
powers that be; but should it prove true tho 
country will hail it as the first important step 
towards an adjustment of onr tronbles with 
Spain. 
The next step should be the sarreuder 
of the surviving captives, and then will come 
the final settling np. 
After all, this Virginias 
outrage is but one of a long list of insults to 
our flag and indignities to our consuls and 
citizens. 
Let President Grant prepare a spe­ 
cial message to Congress, setting forth, in his 
own blunt and forcible way, all our recent dif­ 
ficulties with Spaiu growing out of the bar­ 
barous state of affairs in Cuba, and asking for 
such powers as may be necessary to prevent 
ftitnre outrages. 
We urge this, not because 
we desire war, but because this opportunity 
of finally and forever settling the Cuban 
question should not be lost. 
For if to-day’s report should not bo contra­ 
dicted to-morrow, and the terms of the proto­ 
col should be carried out fully, how much 
nearer shaU we be to a satisfactory settlement 
of the difficulties and annoj’ances growing out 
of tlie present condition of afiairs in the island 
of Cuba? 
How long will it be before another 
Virginias is captnred on the high seas and 
another fifty or sixty human beings butchered 
without trial at the slaughter house wall of 
Santiago? 
While we can understand why 
Mr. Pish may be allowed to make his unsatis­ 
factory compromise of this present outrage in 
order to get it out of the way, we cannot be­ 
lieve that either the President or Congress can 
be indifferent to the importance of a final 
settlement of the Spanish-Cuban question, or 
willing to take the responsibility that would 
rest upon them should the case of the 
Virginius be rejieated. The protocol is simply 
a compromise to avert war for the moment; 
probably a friendly concession to the Castebr 
government, made to afford it the opportunity 
of crushing its enemies at home without the 
embarrassment of foreign complications. 
It 
may be carried out in all its parts. 
Indeed, 
if the despatch we publish elsewhere has any 
foundation in fact, we should not l/e .snrprised 
to hear at any moment of the arrival of the 
Virginius at Charleston, Savannah, New Or­ 
leans or some other American port 
But it 
will leave us in the exact position we occapi<*d 
before the vessel w-as captnred, and before 
poor Fry and bis associates were cruelly mur­ 
dered. 
No security will be given that Spain 
will no longer claim or exercise the right to 
seize our vessels on the high seas and to exe­ 
cute our citizens as pirates on the sentence of 
a drnm-hcad court martial 
The question of 
tho release of the embargo*jd estates, and 
of 
the safety 
from 
assassination, 
out­ 
rage 
or 
annoyance 
of 
Americans 
in 
Cuba, will still remain open. 
Should the 
Virginius and the survivors of her passengers 
and crew arrive in one of our harbors to­ 
morrow, it would still be the duty of the Pres­ 
ident to lay before Congress in a special 
message the whole history of our negotiations 
with Spain regarding Cul/a and the exact con­ 
dition of our interests in that island, and it 
will still be necesary that he should ask the 
power to use the army and yavy of the United 
StaUs for the protection of tho lives and prop­ 
erty of our citiz«ms in Cuba. 
We sincertjy 
trust that he will neither shrink from nor 
delay this tusk. 
far as Congress is con­ 
cerned, we have no doubt of a proper response 
to such an application. 
The preamble and 
resolution iutroduood by Mr. Phillips, of 
Kansa.s, yesterday in the House of Represcn- 
tutives, does not exaggerate public sentiment 
on the Cuban question, and the House has 
already shown that it only delays toncbing tho 
subject out of 
respect 
to the Executive 
until 
ho 
is 
ready 
to 
speak. 
The 
prompt 
concession 
of 
the 
supplies 
asked by the Secretary of the Navy is an evi­ 
dence that Congress will not ncglcet the na­ 
tional honor or be slow to act when the proper 
time arrives. 
Tho Fish-Polo protocol, taken 
alone, is a tame, insufficient and even «hs- 
honorablc compromise of tho Virginius out­ 
rage ; but if it is to be only the prelude to a 
firm demand for an entire settlement of the 
Cuban question it will be acquiesced in by the 
country. 
Let us hope, then, that, after the 
vwmel and the onsoners are «Alelv ia oux OOi- 


sestrion, the Prendent will take the further 
proceedings into his own hands, and compel a 
speedy decision on the part of Spain whether 
the island of Cuba is to receive from her a 
free and stable government, or whether its 
independence is to be acknowledged by the 
United States and upheld by the strength of 
our arms.

We have the opinion from Mr. Edmunds, of 
the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, that 
Congrcas has no power in the matter of a 
liquor prohibition bUl save in the District of 
Columbia and the Territories. He said, in ref- 
eronoo to nnmorona petitions for a national 
temperance law, that this would be the report 
of the committee on the subject if they were 
required to consider it. 
Upon this hint 
various petitions on the subjeot presented in 
the Senate yesterday were referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Finance, upon the gronnd that, as 
the prohibition of liquor drinking would so- 
rioosly affect the revenues of the government, 
it may be considered a financial qnostion. But 
the temperance league will not be put off by 
any such financiering as this. They are bound 
to have a hearing, or if not a hearing they 
will know the reason why. 
Mr. Sherman reported a bill to authorize 
national banks without circulation ; but Mr. 
Ferry (Michigan) introduced a bill which | 
brings into the foreground the main question 
on money matters between the East and the 
West—a bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue bis reserve of forty-four mill­ 
ions of greenbacks for the immediate relief of 
the present stringency and to restore confi­ 
dence and business activity to the country. In 
other words, his prescription for the patient 
suflbring from too much brandy is a little 
more brandy. 
Mr. Sherman's proposition, 
that it is the duty of Congress to provide at 
this session measures to strengthen the public 
credit, and directing the Finance Committee 
to report at an early day a bill providing for 
the issue of currency at all times redeemable 
in gold or its equivalent, is nearer the mark, 
though BUggestivd of many dangers in a carle 
blanche to the administration in its currency 
issues. 
The Senate at an early hour went into 
executive session, aud conflrined numerous 
nominations for various offices. 
In the House, Mr. Phillips, a republican, 
from Kansas, submitted a resolution proposing 
very decisive measures in tho cause of human­ 
ity in Cuba, in favor of the independence of 
the island and of the abolition of African 
slavery, which was referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, where it will probably 
remain for some time, awaiting at least the 
uiishotof the pending negotiations. Mr. Wood 
submitted a resolution, which was adopted, 
calling for a detailed account of the expenses 
incorred in refunding the public debt thus far 
in the five per cents. 
He wants to know who 
were the parties benefited as agents in this 
business and how much. 
Mr. Scofield intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the nnmber of men 
in the naval service to be increased from eight 
thousand five hundred to ten thousand, which, 
after some debate was passed. 
In the course of the discussion Mr. Stark­ 
weather (Conneoticnt) remarked that no harm 
could come of stating the fact that the navy was 
in a good degree of readiness, that there had 
been only eighteen guns of the service in the 
vicinity of the Virginius difficulty, but that 
to-day we have more than three hundred and 
ninety guns within reach of that place.

Tor two days past the swarming British 
metroiKjlis has been enveloped in a first class 
London fog, as far surpassing in density and 
darkness a New York log as a tropical storm 
surpasses a Scotch drizzle. 
Floundering in 
their thick fog of the last two days the Cock­ 
neys have had a hard time of it. 
Numerous 
collisions among the river cralt are reported 
on the Thamc.9, and in the streets of the city 
between foot passengers and carts and drays, 
from which some lives were lost and many 
persons were wounded. 
It appears, too, that 
this heavy log extended over a considerable 
portion of England, for a very alarming 
railway 
collision, 
near 
Birmingham, 
is 
charged to the density of the fog. 
The 
obscnrity, it is said, was such that it was 
impossible for the engine driver of either 
train to see the approach of the other. 
But 
where wore tho engine whixtlcs? There was 
apparently on both sides negligence in fail­ 
ing to give the warning of the whistle. 
The same charge may be applied, no donbt, 
to the steam craft in the Thames.

deal with a fog better than the Londoners 
themselves, who spend half their lives in the 
fog.

MARINE MONSTER- 


A L a n c a sh ire La«l T o rtu re d a n d S ta rv e d

One of the most inhuman cases of cruel treat­ 
ment at sea ever recorded was developed here to­ 
day in the Instance of Seth llolUngsworth, a lAinca- 
shlre lad 
of 1» years, who shipped on board 
the British bark Magdalia, at IJverpool, on the 
3d of October, as an able-bodied seamsn lor tlie 
voyage to Rtcbmoud and back. 
Hoiungsworth 
states that he bad been working in one of the Mau- 
cbcster cotton mills and. as was v aai witn the 
operatives, he took a trip to Uverpooi to •p‘‘Dd a 
two weeks holiday. While In that ciiy be was ap­ 
proached by Captain Fleming, ol tne bark Mag- 
daha, and asked to snip a« able bodied seaman fur 
a voyage to this city and back, tbe captain agree­ 
ing to pay him the snin of X3 loe. in British cur­ 
rency. He went on board on or about the 3d of 
October, and was at once put to work at the 
windlass, heaving the am hor, and when that was 
hoisted they set sail. From tnat hour not only the 
captain, bat the mates, whose names are Beard, 
first mate, and Williamson, second mate began a 
system of brutality towarus him which has scarcely 
a 
parallel 
in 
the 
annals of nautical Inhu­ 
manity. 
In his Lancashire language he says 
he was “both hammered and starved.” The voyage 
was a most tempcstous one, the bark being over 
66 days at sea, during which time UolllDgsworrh 
was kicked, uuffsd, starved and beaten in a man- 
uer tnat makes civilized humanity shudder. 
His first experience on shipooard tbat was se­ 
rious was being knocked down on the deck and 
Icit In a senseless condition by a belaying pin in 
tbe hands of one of the mates. None of tbe officers 
or crew, ever pa.ssed 
him without adminis­ 
tering a 
blow, 
a 
kick 
or a rope’s end. 
After that, finding the poor youth submitted 
to these cruelties witbont complaint, the cap- 
u tn forced him to sign a paiier agreeing to make

Marshal Bazaiue renewed bis offers of capitula­ 
tion on the 29th of September to Oeneral stichle. 
The Marsnal isolated himself svstematlcally from 
the Government of National Uolence—First, In neg­ 
lecting to proflt by the numerous occasions of com­ 
municating with it either by means ot emissaries 
or balloons; second, m not transmitting any pre­ 
cise luloriuatlon on the situation of the army in the 
two sole despatches he addressed to the Minister 
01 War of the 1st September and 20th October. 
Marshal Bazaine remained in a state of inactivity 
all the time his army was still able to fight, aud 
made no eii'ort to escape the necessity or capitula­ 
tion, either in trying to pierce the lines or in de­ 
livering a senes of combats in order lo break the 
blockade. 
Mar.Hhal Bazaine hetrared the confidence of his 
generals commanding corps in the couucil of 
October 10—First, In concealing his secret parleys 
with the enemy's Comniuudei-in-Chiel, by the fn- 
cldeut Kegnler, the reasons he gave for the de­ 
parture of General Bourbakl, and by the depots of 
provisions laid up at Iziiigwy and Tblonvllle; 
second, m conceaUng from them that theiicgotla- 
tlous which the couucil ol war thought should he 
attempted bad been already positively attempted 
by litm, and tailed. Marshal Bazaine gave General 
Bover, on Ills departure lor Versailles, instructions 
which exceeded the manifest Intentions of the 
council of war. Marshal Bazaine thus entangled 
himseir in 
political negotiations with the 
enemy, Inevitably involving a territorial dis­ 
memberment, when he had no position or 
legal power to treat, aud when he knew that 
in a few days a National Assembly was to meet, 
to which belonged the decision of peace or war. 
Mursnal Baziilue broke confidence with the Council 
of War of the 18th of October In not communicating 
to them the contents of the newspapers brought 
back by General Boyer, and thus preventing them 
from controlling the false news he himseil pre­ 
viously gave them, aud farther leading them to 
suppose that France was In a state ol complete 
anarchy, and that there was only one part to take— 
tnatwhicii he had already decided—to invoke the 
intercession of the Empress. Marshal Bazaine 
propagated through the army news brought 
iMck 
by Oeneral Boyer, which lie 
knew 
to be at least partly false, and which was 
calculated to depress the spirits of the army. 
Marshal Bazaine sought by the manner in which he 
exercised control over tbe ]>ress to weaken Uiepuli- 
lic spirit and discourage all sentiment of resistance. 
The Marshal, during the niodths of ¡September and 
October, held direct communicatioD, through flags 
of truce, with the General-in-Chief of the enemy, 
the Object ol which he kept secret, and there was a 
miiUlplied correspondence of which no trace re­ 
mains. Marshal Bazaine, when he had made up 
his mind to capitulate, did not delay his envoy. 
General Jarrax, thnugli the Cblel •Conimissariat 
ofilcer had Just announced to him that he dis­ 
covered three or four days’ provlsloa. Marshal 
Bazaine did not destroy the immense nuittiriel of 
war of the army amf fortress, from which the 
enemy could have sucn resources to continue the 
I war. He dshvered the flags of bis army to the 
I enemy, after using subterfuges to prevent bis 
troops from destroying them. Marshal Bnzalne re- 
lused ro accept lor a deu'Climent oi his army the mil­ 
itary honors me enemy coueeuted to pav them. He 
separated the lot ot nis officers irom that of their 
men. in handing up the army to the enemy. Uo 
neglected to stipulate that rations should be dis­ 
tributed to the soldiers immediately when they 
were given up to the enemy. Marshal Bazaine 
neglected to order that the provisions still in the 
magazines on the 29th of October, and which were 
subsequently delivered to the enemy, should be 
distributed among his own soldiers. Marshal 
Bazaine. instead ol living in the midst ol his troops 
alter the surieiiderof the army, so that he might 
intercede In their iiivor in case of necessity, was 
the first to quit Metz. Marshal Bazaine anuounced 
a falsehood in liis general order book so far as cun- 
cenicd the ultimate return to France ot the nia- 
friel of war, a statement which might have had 
as conseqneuce a two months’ prolongation of the 
hnmlllation ol this surrender, without any other 
result than the preservation of the maUriel In a 
good state. 
In consequence of the facts established by the 
prolimlnary inquiry our opinion is that there are 
good grounds lor demanding that Marshal Baznlne 
be retired and convicted lor having signed a 
capitniatloD, the result of which was the laying 
down of Its arms by his army, and the surrender 
to the enemy of the lortress of Metz without dolug, 
betore treating, all that duty and honor required; 
crimes provided against and punishable by ai ticica 
200 and 210 of the code of military justice. 
Given at Versailles the 6tli of May, 1873.

Born In m i in Lorraine—that department oy 
Prance which, by an ominous coincidence, gave 
birth to Marshal Ney (whose statue decorates the 
Place Royale at Metz)—young Francois Achllle Ba- 
same entered tbe French service as a drum­ 
mer, in 1831, being then 20 years of age. 
Four years afterwards he obtained bis first 
Official grade, during tbe first campaign In 
Algeria against Abd-el-K.ader. An enthusiastic 
soldier, he, on the close ol this campaign, volun­ 
teered Into the Foreign I^egion raised oy the Chns- 
tlnoB m .Spain to comoat the Carlists of that day. 
Don Garlos deserted bv his friends and driven 
Into 
France. 
Bazaine 
returned 
to 
the 
French 
service 
with 
considerable 
repu­ 
tation 
as a soldier and 
a consummate 
knowledge of the Spanish language, and frem this 
time promotion came rapidly In his way, the out­ 
break ol the Crimean war finding him a general of 
brigade, in which capacity he commanded Uie 
FTench contingent against Kinburn. In 1862 he 
headed tbe French expedition to Mexico os 
commander-ln-chlei, and lor five years he remained 
compUcating rather than solving the problem he 
was sent to work out, receiving, however, his mar- 
sbal’B oaton in 1864, and leading home again the 
broken relics of his army In 1867. Returning home 
with uo glory he was accused by both Mexicans 
and Frenchiiieii of having rained the Emperor 
Maximilian that be himself might rule In Mexico; 
of having sold materiel of war lor his own proflt. 
and of even tiaving caused the murder of his 
wile, whom he left In France, that be might 
marry another whom ho lound lu Mexico.

In 
a military point of view, he was a uselul and very 
presentable Illustration of that adage which unites 
tbe French marshal's oaiou with the knapsack, a 
standing lure lor rmnplacemenls and a.consoler 
ol the conscript; aud far too useful, from this 
point of view alone, to be shelved because glory 
liad not watted upon him. He therefore, shortly 
after his return, received the command ot the 
Third Corps d’Armée, and found ms headquarters 
at Nancy, In his native Lorraine; and lu 1869, the 
command of tbe Guard was entrusted to him. 
Huch, briefly, Is the history of Marshal Bazaine 
previous to the declaratiou of war between France 
aud Germany, on tbe I9th of July, 1870. Ou this 
occurring be was re-trsnslerred to the Third Corps, 
whose headquarters were removed to Metz and 
afterwards to Buzonville, with the Intention ol in­ 
vading Germany by way of Mayence with that 
Army of the Rhine at whose head was the Emperor 
Napoleon the Third in person, and Irom thw march 
came liis position in Metz, the siege of the Ger­ 
mans, his capitulation and surrender. 
The Marriage of the Marshal. 
HIS marriage took place in the city of Mexico, 
June 26, 1868, when he was united to Señorita 
Dofla Josefa Refla y Azcárate. The clvU marriage 
was perlormed by the Intendent of the city, alter 
wblcli the Archbishop pronounced a blessing on 
the happy couple, Maximilian and Carlotla acting 
as padrinos. The bride was a lady of great wealth 
and beauty, though she was said tobcthedaughler 
Of a brlgaud- 
The Herald Interview with Bazaine. 
in the Herai.ii of November 11, 1870, 'there ap­ 
peared a very long report ol an Interview with 
Marshal Bazaine had by a Herald correspondent 
on the 7th of the same month. We extract as fol­ 
lows :— 
Corrbspondrnt—Will you please mention what 
your relations were with the Prussian officers after 
the surrender r 
Bazaine—They were excellent. Prince Frederick 
Challes is an excellent man. He sympathized with 
us deejily in our misfortunes, and we shall ever 
owe him a debt oi gratitude. He said to me in 
parting—“Sbuiild your military liouor, Marshal, 
ever be assailed call upon me and 1 will aid you In 
delending it." • • • i told my soldiers 
that the Emperor was a prisoner, that the 
Empress and the

had lelt France, and that General Tmohn stood at 
the head ol tne committee of National Defence. 
We bad agreed in our council of war not to com­ 
municate these names to the troops, and, of course, 
we never proclaimed the Republic. • •

(Bterniy) I have sworn loyalty to the Emperor 
and the constitution. The Emperor is a prisoner, 
but the constitution is In force, and neither I 
nor any of my comrades will ever acknowledge 
any other government until we have prevlouly oo- 
taiued a discharge from our oath at the hands of 
tne Emperor hlm solf. ___ 
Hia Life in Prison. 
A special correspondence to London lims de­ 
scribes Bazalne’s dally habits as a prisoner:— 
The Marshal rises at six o’clock every morning, 
takes a small cup ol black coffee, and then, alter 
half an hour’s sharp walk in the irarden, works 
with the tolls lor nearly an iiour. For this purpose 
a fencing master iroin one of the rcaiments in 
Versailles conies to him every morninK. He has 
never neglected this habit since ne was ilrst made 
a prisoner, or, rather, since he first gave himself 
up as a prisoner, in May. 1872. Ho says that, ac­ 
customed as he has been ail his life to take a great 
deal of outdoor exercise, he would have become 
very III long ago had it not been for this hour of 
fencing which he Imposes on hlmsell for six days in 
the week. When the fencing master goes away he 
dresses tor the day and then works lor an hour 
or so at the papers conn ected with his case. Hla 
bead has suffered a great deal iruui what he meu- 
tioned in Court—namely, that all assistance In 
the way of documentary evidence bos been 
reiused him by the prosecution, and that he has 
to strain his memory greatly in order to try and 
recollect lacts or dates. By nine A. M. his advo- 
, cate, Maitre Lachaud. arrives from Fails, and the 
Marshal works a couple of hours with him. At 
eleven he breakrasts. Maltrc Lachaud, Colonel 
Villette and sometimes hia brotlier. Monsieur 
Bazaine, a civil eugineer, being his only compan­ 
ions at table. 
Alter breakiost he walks again 
In bis garden, and then prepares lor the Coiirt- 
When tho Couri is over he has anofher interview 
with bis advocate, works for a time alone, aud at 
6 F. M. alts down to dinner U!le~u-tfJe with Colonel 
'Tllette. Alter dinner he again takes exercise, 
this time cuuflulng his walk lo a long gallery which 
runs ut one side ol the Trianon aux Bois. He then 
prepares papers and documents lor tne morrow, 
writes out notes he wishes hla advocate to give 
hla opinion concerning, and at ten F. M. retires to 
rest, one Inmate of his prison 1 have forgoucn to 
m ention-his eldest child Acliille, a very fine little 
fellow 01 five years old, who will not leave his 
lather, and who has, with the express liormission 
of the authorities, shared the Marshal’s captivity 
throughout. 
Like most children of hts age, 
Achllle has a very great admiration fur all that is 
military, and it is curious to see the Marshal’s 
rooms In the Trianon littered with tov drums, 
helmets, chassepots and cannon. The little fellow 
sleeps in ills lather's room, la looked aster by an 
old soldier who has been :« years in Buzalne’s 
service, and Is by his own oartlcnlar desire drilled 
regularly every day, or rather three times lu the 
day. by a sergeant who comes there lor that pur­ 
pose. Mnie. Bazaine, with the yonnger children, 
lived for some time at a convent close to Ver­ 
sailles; but. their rooms in the building being 
under repair, they are now at their own house lu 
the Avenue d'lena. In Farls, and only come to the 
Trianon on wet days, as the Court does not sit.

Meeting of the Bonrd of Appeals of the 
National Trotting Aasoclatlon—second 
Day’s Proceedings—Closing of the Hope- 
tttl Cnse—All Decision* Reserved. 
The Board of Appeals of the National Trotting 
Association continued Its session yesterday morn­ 
ing, at the Everett House. There were present T. 
J. Vail, 
Hartford, Conn.; 
C. T. 
Hamlin, 
Buffalo, N. Y.; George Sturgis, Philadelphia, 
and Gates H. Barnard, Troy. N. Y. The attendance 
of gentlemen Interested in the welfare of the turf, 
over which the association boa control, was very 
fair during tbe morning session, bat greatly aug­ 
mented later In tbe day. owing to the continuance 
of the case of Jarvis and Chase vs. The Prospect 
Park Fair Grounds Association. The cases neard 
were as follow s:- 
No. 9. Ben Mace vs. Utica Park Association—Pe­ 
tition lor removal of penaltv of expulsion of the 
roan gelding Walter.—Tho potitloner advised that 
Walter was lame at Buffalo and Utica beiore the 
race, and, having to leave tne city, he lelt him In 
charge of his brother Dan, asking him to trot the 
lioise If he worked out ol Ids lameness by tho Mon­ 
day following. He d.d not. and his brother neg­ 
lected to notiiy the assoclatlou in time to with­ 
draw him, though he asserts it was done two hours 
Uiereaiter; but the horse was expelled because of 
this neglect. Taken under advisement. 
No. :«i. Joseph P. Sllsby («rpartc)-Petition .’for 
removal of expulsion.—The facts are that in the 
year 1870 he desired to withdraw a horse from a 
race on Mystic Park, but, belug refused, did not 
start him ; thereupon he was expelled. Hince that 
time the men who caused his expulsion have died; 
therefore this request. Taken Into consideration. 
No. 1. W. a. McLaughlin vs. Quickstep Park As­ 
sociation, Toledo, Ohio—I’etUlon for removal of 
suspension imposed upon the sorrel gelding Billy 
lor non-payment Ol ontrauco m oney.-It appears 
tiiat the netltloner paid the amount of entrance, 
$218, to the association under protest, which, in 
time, was deposited with the Treasurer of the 
National Association pending the settlement of 
the case. The question was. Shall the monev re­ 
main where it is, or shall the penalty be re- 
movedt Taken nnaer advisement. 
Ben Mace vs. Hampden Park Association, Spring­ 
field, Mass.—Application to compel the associa­ 
tion to pay fourth money in the 2:22 race trotted 
on August 20.—It seems that the race closed 
with four or more entries, yet but three 
horses came to the post—.Sensation, Camors 
and Fullerion.
